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endproduct (AGE) with a receptor for advanced glycation end product 
(RAGE) . 

For a reference to anticipate the instant invention, it would have 
t c teach all the elemen ts thereof . 

Mcrser fails to teach each and every element cf the claimed method. 
Specifically, and as the Examiner concedes, Mcrser fails to teach 
that carbcxymethyl-i ysine-modif ied AGE binds to RAGE. It follows 
that Morser does not teaih a method fir identifying an inhibitor of 
such binding. Accordingly, applicants maintain that Morser fails 
tc anticipate the claimed invention. 

In view cf the above remarks, applicants maintain that claims 1, 6, 
7, 13, 15, 17, 18, 20-21 and 24-29 satisfy the requirements of 35 
U.S.C. §102 (e) .
